Board Of Assessors State: 

Unregistered Vehicles Subject to Tax Jan. 1 
The Board of Assessors today issued the following statement: 
During the past several weeks as we have made our inspection of 
properties for our 1968 assessments we have observed that there 
are many unregistered cars, many junk cars, and large piles of junk 
materials being stored illegally on residential properties and gas 
I stations. This situation continues to worsen each year. Not only 
I does it create a health hazard for children, but is a nuisance for 
' owners of abutting properties. 

In view of this as of January 1, 1968, all unregistered cars, junk 
cars, and illegal accumulation of junk on residential properties and 
gas stations will be assessed as Personal Property to the owners of 
the Real Estate. All unregistered cars will be assessed for $100. in 
value. We suggest that if you have any of these items on your 
property that you make arrangements to have them removed prior 
to January 1, 1968, otherwise we will be obliged to assess them.

Q. How do I collect from medi¬ 
care the amount it is supposed to 
pay on my hospital bill? 

A. You don’t have anything to 
do with presenting that claim. 
The hospital makes the claim for 
what is due under medicare hos¬ 
pital insurance. After it has been 
paid you’ll get a notice showing 
how many of your hospital days 
medicare has paid for, and how 
many more it can pay for in that 
spell of illness. 

Q. You say the hospital makes 
claims for what is due from medi¬ 
care hospital insurance. What 
other charges would it claim for? 

A. In most hospitals, there are 
doctors who read X-rays, others 
who administer anesthesia and 
others who analyze laboratory re¬ 
sults. Many of these hospitals do 
their billing so as to include the 
charges for the work of these 
doctors which, under medicare, 
have to be treated separately 
from the charges for room and 
hoard and other services and sup¬ 
plies the hospital provides. 

Q. If I go from the hospital to 
a nursing home, medicare will 
keep on paying for what the nurs¬ 
ing home costs, won’t it? 

A. Only if what you think of as 
a “nursing home” meets special 
qualifications for extending the 
care you had in the hospital and 
has been certified as an “extend¬ 
ed care facility” for medicare.

Children Demand THE REAL McCOY!

One of the first things a youngster should be taught today is 
how to use the telephone.

Every child old enough to be away from home should be checked 
out on the use of a pay phone. He should be taught to lift the re¬ 
ceiver off the hook, drop the coin in the slot that matches it in 
size, listen for the dial tone, and then dial or .punch “O" and wait 
for the voice of the lday who will always be able to get the needed 
help. x 

We all should take similar precautions and insist that each child 
has at least one dime in change—reserved for that all-important 
telephone caLl. Remember that dime—in a real emergency it could

Tire Warning 

American motorists who have 
“stud tires” on their vehicles have 
been advised by the American 
Automobile Association to leave 
them at home if they are plan¬ 
ning trips to Southern or South¬ 
western states. 

^ The tires have metal cleats in 
the tread for increased traction 
on ice and snow. But eight states 
bar their use, citing damage to 
their highways. 

The AAA warned drivers that 
illegal use in these states could 
result in fines, jail sentences, and 
impoundment of cars. Examples 
cited are: 

Georgia—fine up to $1,000 and/ 
or a year in jail or the “county 
public works camp.” 

Virginia—$5 to $15 fine and 
possible impoundment of the car. 

Texas—fine up to $200 plus 
court costs. 

The other five states which' do 
not permit the use of stud tires 
are: Arizona (fine determined by 
court); Louisiana (up to $100 fine 
and/or jail for 30 days); Mis¬ 
sissippi (up to $100 fine and/or 
10 days in jail); Oklahoma (up 
to $100 fine plus court costs);

More man t>(),uuu nonservice- 
eonneeted VA pension recipients 
in Massachusetts received with 
their December 1 pension checks 
a tabulating card on which to re¬ 
port their income. 

On these cards beneficiaries 
must report all income received 
during 1967 and that expected in 
1968. Income means every thing 
including Social Security pay¬ 
ments except, of course, the VA 
pension payment themselves. 

The law requires the VA to 
use reports to determine contin¬ 
ued eligibility of nonservice-con¬ 
nected disabled veterans and the 
dependents of deceased veterans 
(except service-connected widows 
and children) to receive VA pen¬ 
sions and in some cases to make 
adjustments on the basis of in¬ 
creased or decreased outside in¬ 
come. 

These cards cany the words j 
“please do not mutilate,” It is 
•important that these instructions j 
be followed. Pensioners are re¬ 
quested to fill in all blanks on the ! 
card wherever applicable and to j 
be sure to sign the card before! 
.returning it to the Veterans Ad-j 
ministration. 

Prompt and accurate reporting 
can prevent any hold-up in pen-' 
si on. payments. These cards must] 
be received by the VA prior to j 
January 31, 1968.

They need such parents be¬ 
cause .in' the lives of adolescents, 
“parents are still more important 
than anybody.” 


Car Costs Revealed 

A motorist who trades for a 
new tsar every three years will 
have an average cost of $1,362 a 
year for 10,000 miles of driving, 
or 13.6 cents a mile, estimates the 
American Automobile Associa¬ 
tion. Fixed costs, including de¬ 
preciation, are estimated at $982 
a year, up from $807 in 1965. 
Operating costs—gas, oil, servic¬ 
ing—are estimated at $380, com¬ 
pared with $370 two years ago. 
That’s based on a comparatively 
low-priced car. 

Individual expenses will vary 
widely by type of car, miles per 
year, and other factors. 

Seasonal Grape Pie 

I recipe plain pastry for double 
crust pie 

Filling: 

4 cups Concord grapes 

1 cup sugar 

3 tablespoons flour 

1/8 teaspoon salt 

teaspoons butter or marga¬ 
rine 

Slip skins from grapes. Heat 
pulp to boiling; press through 
sieve to remove seeds. Chop skins 
a little in chopping bowl. Mix 
sugar, flour, salt, and lemon peel; 
add pulp and skins. Pour into 
pastry-lined pan, dot with butter, 
and cover with lattice or plain 
crust. Bake in hot (400 degrees 
F.) oven about 20 minutes.

nority of adolescen ts to establish 
their own independent society 
which the majority -must follow. 
This includes teenage rock and 
roll (idols, teenage dress habits, 
teenage language, even a modem 
ETHIC. 

Many adults aTe apathetic tow¬ 
ard (teenagers. Many feel that the 
majority do not present problems. 
Others will quote an ancient phil¬ 
osopher stating “Our youth now 
loves luxury . . . They have bad 
manners, contempt for authority, 
disrespect for their elders. Chil¬ 
dren nowadays are tyrants.” The 
reasoning used here is that since 
this happened in (ancient times it 
cannot be that serious today. 
However, we must also look at 
what happened -to the moral fiber 
of such great civilizations as 
Greece, or Rome, or any other 
civilization that took its teen¬ 
agers for granted and gave them 
too much too soon. 

Instead of providing a natural 
growing up period in which the 
adolescent may climb toward his 
goal as an adult, there has come 
about a breakdown of tradition 
in our adult society. All too often 
adult goals are being lowered to 
the levels of the adolescent. As a 
result, adults try too often to 
become “buddies” to their teen¬ 
agers. Some teenagers state “they 
try too hard to be pleasant and 
make silly jokes.” Others add 
“they simply don’t act their age.”

In any previous article I pointed 
out that adolescence is a special 
time of growing up. Adolescents 
are brought up in a setting which 
is created by the adult society’. 
Therefore, adults and not the 
teenagers must be judged as to 
the actions of the adolescents, be¬ 
cause it is the adults who create 
the setting in which they live. 
Who is to be ultimately respon¬ 
sible for the teenagers? The an¬ 
swer is simple—thedr PARENTS. 

Each generation of parents 
must find ways of civilizing its 
own children. Today’s adults have 
created a setting under a sky of 
prejudice, tensions, economic pres¬ 
sures, status seeking, affluence, 
and even opposition toward wor¬ 
ship of God. As always, children 
imitate adults. Our adolescents 
are also imitators but at a more 
sophisticated level. 

For a long time, adults in our 
society have permitted the mi-
